Carl A. Wolfinbarger, retiring vil- 
lage-trustee, has offered his ser- 
vice., in a recreation , program for 
the youth of Antioch. 

Little League baseball teams are 
being organized for boys between 
the. ages of 8 to 12. Interested bays 
may sign up with Mr. Richard Whit- 
acre at the Antioch Grade school. 
' Wolfinbarger, who with Trustee 
James Jvlaplcthorpe attended their 
last regular meeting of the village 
board last week, made an appeal to 
Mayor James McMillen and the 
board to develop the new park as 
a recreation ground for young peo- 
ple. 

"We have enough picnic grounds 
In this area; you can find them all 
around the lakes. What we need is 
a place for the younger kids to play 
ball and other games," said Wolfin- 
barger. "**v. 

The trustee said that the only 
baseball- diamond for young people 
is at the high school and that is in 
use by the older boys. 

"Our grade school boys don't have 
a baseball diamond," he reiterated. 
"The only tennis court we have are 
at the high school and when the 
new addition Is built they will be 
lost," he added. 

Wolfinbarger made his pica while 
suggesting that a deicgate be sent 
to a recreation meeting in Chicago. 

President McMillen said that the 
money now in the park fund will 
be needed to construct rest rooms 
and the baseball grounds will have 
to come later. 

"We can only do one thing at a 
time and we have to take up the 
greatest needs first," he commented.

127 Students Get X-Rays 
For TB, 61 Adults Tested; 

Mobile Unit Here Apr. 20 

Richard Whitacre, member of the 
board of directors of the Lake 
County Tuberculosis association, to- 
day released the results of the re- 
cent chest x-ray survey among the 
students and teachers of the schools 
in the Antioch area. 

Only those students who reacted 
positively to the tuberculin test 
were x-rayed on the association's 
Christmas Seal Mobile Chest X-ray 
Unit at Antioch Township High 
school on March 14th. SU';'*»vts 
from Antiooh Grade school,' *;nan- 
nel Lake, Grass Lake, Lotus Coun- 
try, Emmons, St. Peter's, Hickory 
and Oakland were brought to the 
high school for x-rays, Whitacre 
said. Teachers and other adult 
school employees were x-rayed' also. 

A total of 127 students received 
free chest x-rays. Of. these, only one 
was asked to report to the associa- 
tion's free chest clinic for further 
study and examination because of 
suspicious shadows on his film. One 
bone abnormality was noted among 
the students also. 

Teachers and other adults through 
the unit at the high school totaled 
61. Only one of these also, was ask- 
ed to visit the clinic. 

The mobile unit will be in Anti- 
och on April 20 to x-ray the chests 
of the general population, Whitacre 
said. It will be at the Regal China 
Co., in the morning and on Main St. 
near Lake St., from 2 to 9 p. m. 

Whitacre hopes that the parents of 
these students who reacted positive- 
ly to the tuberculin test will have 
a chest X-ray at this time in an ef- 
fort to trace the source of the child's 
infection.

At Meeting Tonight 

Voters of the Union Free high 
school district, Wilmot, Wisconsin, 
will flock to the polls tonight for 
a meeting and special election which 
will decide the fate of a proposed 
$400,000 addition to the school build- 
ing at Wilmot. 

The proposition to be voted upon 
tonight will be solely whether or 
not a previous election result will 
be carried out or whether the whole 
matter will be dropped.

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Everybody's Headache 

A good many people seem to think that most 
retailers must be having a wonderful, trouble-free 
time these days. About all they have to do, the ar- 
gument runs, Is to put bigger and bigger price tags on 
their merchandise and. watch the fat profits roll in 
like the sea. 

Those who really believe that would do well 
to read the proceedings of retail conventions, and 
the magazines and house organs which deal with re- 
tailers' problems and activities. 

The biggest thing retailing has to fear— and 
this goes for small stores and large, the chains and 
the independents — Is high and rising prices. It is a 
nightmare to every store owner and. executive. 

There are two main reasons for this. First, 
American retailing depends on big turnover, at a 
small profit on each sale. High prices force families 
to cut their buying to the limit People are priced out 
of the market. So, the retailer, right along with the 
consumer, is directly harmed. 

Second, contrary to a widely held misconcep- 
tion, high prices do not mean high profits in most 
cases. The merchant gets more for his goods — but his 
cost of buying those goods and paying his overhead 
has in many cases risen to a greater degree. So it 
is not ucommon for the storekeeper to find that his 
net profit is actually less than it was when prices 
were much lower than now. 

In any fight against inflation, the consumer 
can count on the aggressive help of the retailer. Self- 
interest alone makes that a certainty. 

* * * 

Miracle 

Press and radio recently featured the amazing 
case of a Negro woman who was found frozen in a 
Chicago alley in a condition which bordered on rigor 
mortis. Her body temperature, pulse and respiration 



were all so low that It seemed Impossible that she 
could survive — no one In a similar condition over 
had. However, skillful and unremitting work by doer 
tors, nurses and hospital attendants resulted in a 
miracle— the woman lived. 

An unusual comment on the matter appeared 
shortly thereafter in the Arkansas State College news- 
paper, which said, "To us in the United States, this 
case appeals mainly as another wonderful accomplish- 
ment of modern medicine, but in countries with so- 
cialized medicine, the citizens are struck dumb at 
another miracle. This miracle is the time consumed 
by the hospital staff on one patient. 

"In socialized medicine countries, doctors and 
nurses are plagued with insigificant cut and bruise 
cases and innumerable neurotics who must be cared 
for under penalty of the law. Each patient is allotted 
a certain amount of time. Hospital staffs cease to take 
a personal interest in their patients and haven't the 
time to care for the patients as individuals. 

"Although the medical profession in this country 
is accused of being mercenary, and some arguments 
can be given to support these accusations, socialized 
medicine is not the cure." 

In other words, medicine is one place where the 
mass-production idea does not fit. We must never 
destroy that fine relationship between doctor and 
patient which has been built up so painstakingly un- 
der our system of free medicine.

I say, 
we gotta up and tap the mayor and the congress and 
the president on the shoulder and read the riot act — • 
and now — not maybe pretty soon, Paul Revere was 
not foolin 1 when he saddled his horse and sounded the 
alarm. He even woke 'em up in the middle of the 
night He was just in the nick of time.

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Trap Line in Heart 
Of Baltimore Pays 
Oft for W-Year-O/d 

BALTIMORE, Md. — One of the 
most prosperous trappers In the 
United States is 10-yeor-oId Paul 
'Dldlcr — and he never leaves the 
City of Baltimore. 

In fact, his 300 traps are staked 
out In the back yards of north and 
northwest Baltimore. His trap lino 
is a part of the Maryland game and 
Inland fish commission's program 
to remove wild life from areas 
where it's a nuisance and put It In 
places where It will provide sport 
for Maryland hunters. 

Paul catches from 600 to 700 
squirrels, skunks, possums and chin* 
munks every month. > 

The youth had quite a bait prob- 
lem when he first began trapping. 
He started out with hard shelled 
com, but soon the pigeons began 
robbing his traps. 

He shifted to green walnuts. But 
the squirrels quickly grew tired of 
them. Next came an experiment 
with roasted peanuts. The neighbor* 
hood children found out about that. 
End of experiment. 

Now he uses raw peanqtf. It's 
the Ideal bait. The squirrels love 
them. And the. children don't. 

By the time the bait problem 
was straightened out, another head- 
ache set in. Folks along the trap 
line got to feeling sorry for the 
squirrels and began to release 
them. 

Since the traps are set only In 
areas where they are requested 
because of small animal damage, 
such sabotage Is difficult to under- 
stand. 

One woman who requested trap- 
ping service, then freed the squir- 
rels, gave this explanation: 

"I Just wanted to teach them a 
lesson." 

Mast of the animals caught are 
squirrels, but the bag this past 
season included 20 skunks, 50 pos- 
sums and a number of pigeons, 
rats, bluejays and chipmunks. 

So far, only one cat has been 
unwary enough to slip into a trap. 

Paul has hod no trouble with the 
skunks. "It's all In knowing how 
to handle them," he said.

Stratoiphirt Barriir Will 
Be Hot for Roekot Ships 

HAVERFORD. Pa.— Explorers in- 
to space are going to find it diffi- 
cult to penetrate ■ heat belt the 
American Astronomical society re- 
ported recently. 

The astronomers reported the dis- 
covery high above the stratosphere 
of en unexpected air barrier. It is 
the heating effect of the upper air 
at 60 miles and higher. The heating 
la about twice as much as had been 
previously calculated. 

The practical meaning is that 
rocket ship engineers will have to 
plan to limit the ship's speed In 
those altttudei so that the metal 
or whatever else the ship is made 
of will not melt from friction. 

Even now the metal noses of high 
altitude rockets sometimes get red 
hot in this friction. It was explained 
that the heating would not prevent 
rocket travel, but the speed while 
leaving the earth must be adjusted 
to fit the erfcessTheat. 

The discovery was made with the 
aid of laboratory shooting stars. 
These stars imitate the melting and 
the evaporation of meteors that hit 
the upper air and burst into blinding 
flames.

In the field of private investigation, 
assistant dean of the New York 
Institute of Criminology reports. 

For reasons best known to other 
women, feminine Investigators do a 
more thorough job of snooping, as- 
sistant dean Emma Predicker says. 

"With their suspicious minds and 
natural curiosity, they work out 
very well." Miss Predicker teach- 
es both men and women the finer 
points of shadowing and writing up 
reports. 

You can't go right from the 13 
week's course to your own detective 
agency, since a man or woman 
needs three years of experience be- 
fore getting licensed as a private 
investigator.

ORDINANCE NO. 250 

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING 
OPERATION OF MOTOR BOATS 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Presi- 
dent and Board of Trustees of the 
Village of Lake Villa, County of 
Lake and State of Illinois: 

SECTION 1: No boat propelled, 
by an internal combustion engine,' 
shall be operated on any of the/ wat- 
ers within the jurisdiction of the 
Village, except in a manner con- 
sistent with the safety of persons or 
property. No motor-propelled, 
speed boat or racing boat of any 
type shall be operated. 

SECTION 2: No person shall 
operate a motor boat on waters 
within the jurisdiction of the Vil- 
lage at a speed greater than Is rea- 
sonable and proper considering the 
use of the waters for bathing, boat- 
ing, fishing and hunting, or in such 
a manner as to endanger the. life or 
limb or injure the property of any 
person. 

SECTION 3:. Every motor boat 
operated on such waters shall be 
equipped with a muffler in good 
working order and in constant oper- 
ation, so as to prevent excessive or 
unusual noise and annoying smoke, 
and no person shall use a muffler 
cut-out, .'by -pass or similar device 
on such motor boat. 

SECTION 4: Any person who 
violates the provisions of the Ordin- 
ance shall be subject to fine of not 
less than Five ($5.00) Dollars, and 
not exceeding Twenty-five ($25.00) 
Dollars, and each violation shall 
constitute a separate offense. ■ 

SECTION 5: This Ordinance 
shall ^e in full force and effect from 
and after its passage, approval and 
publication, as provided by law. 

SECTION 6: All Ordinances ' or 
parts of Ordinances in conflict with 
the provisions of this Ordinance are 
hereby repealed.

WASHINGTON— Richard Talbott, 
who operates a concern called the 
University Driving Laboratory In 
nearby Hyattsvllle, Md., says gen- 
erally speaking, people with so-so 
Intelligence make better automo- 
bile drivers than the smart folks. 

That's a controversial statement, 
but he should know. Talbott teach- 
es all kinds, from the very dumb to 
the awful smart, how to drive an 
automobile. 

During the war he Instructed 
other soldiers in the art of piloting 
a Jeep. Since then, operating his 
own business, he- has taught hun- 
dreds of civilians how to drive. So 
far as he knows, only one customer 
has had a serious accident. 

"He was a physicist working 
with an atomic project. I predicted 
he would crash and he did. A dumb 
person is concerned only with get-' 
ting where he Is going— and concen- 
trates on that alone. An intellectual 
Is up In the clouds. This particular 
person was perhaps dreaming of 
test tubes, Bunsen Burners, and 
Geiger counters. He made a wrong 
turn." 

Learned to Drive Young 

Talbott, who calls himself a "paid 
back seat driver," learned to drive 
at eight years old in an Essex 
that was too old to move, and took 
to the road on a test run when he 
was 10. He had a driver's license 
when he was fourteen. 

The first thing he tells his stu- 
dents—most of them women of 
middle age — is that the automobile 
was invented because people are 
too lazy to walk, "so take it easy." 

And Talbott has a kind word for 
women. "They learn what they are 
doing faster, but I had better qual- 
ify that a little.

Iodized Salt It Blunt* 
For Slowdown In Mldwtst 

CHICAGO, 111.— Dr. Charles Sell- 
ers of Chicago says the Iodine put in 
salt to prevent goiter ' may now 
hav* swung the pendulum the other 
way In the Great Lakes region. 

For those with goiter, iodized salt. 
has been a boon, he points out. But 
for those who have had normal 
thyrlod glands, it has been harm- 
ful. The extra iodine has caused 
their thyroids to become sluggish 
and their body chemical activity to 
alow down. 

Symptoms are sleepiness, In- 
crease in weight, awkwardness and 
an inability to take cold weather. 

Goiter was once a major problem 
in Great Lakes cities because of the 
low Iodine content In. the drinking 
water. The region was known is 
the "goiter belt." 

In the mid-lMO's Iodine was added 
to Bait and the casts of goiter dimin- 
ished over the years. But the iodine 
apparently works on all thyroids, 
normal and abnormal.

Superflies 

Assist Mighty DOT 

CORVALLIS. O r e. - A. W. 
Llndquist, an entromologist at 
Oregon State College,, says 
science Is raising a race of su- 
perflies. 

The housewife believed that 
wlto toe development of DDT 
the problem of the summer fly 
had been solved. Now it comes 
to light, however, that toe in- 
secticide is just making them 
tougher. 

Tougher files began to develop 
e resistance to DDT after U 
generations. They became al- 
most totally immune after 58 
generations. 

These flies have 150 to 250 
times the resistance to DDT as 
the ordinary house fly. The 
super-race resists hot only DDT 
but other insecticides. 

Lindquist is treating flies 
with tiny droplets of radioactive 
DDT just to see what goes on 
inside their bodies. 

After toe fly la placed under 
a- Geiger counter, the scientist 
can tell how much of the DDT 
has been absorbed. 

When experimenters discover 
how the auperfly staves off the 
poison, It will be an important 
step toward finding a newer in- 
secticide that will work.
